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resolution, which shall be recorded at length in the record of its
proceedings, the city clerk to call a special election for the pur-
pose of submitting the question of bonding the city to the electors
thereof. Such elections shall be noticed, conducted, ecanvassed
and the results declared as provided in this subsection, except
that the notice of such special election and the ballot used thereat
need not embody a copy of the resolution, but shall contain a
statement of the purpose and the amount of the bonds proposed
to be issued.

SectioNn 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.

CHAPTER 459.

AN ACT to amend paragraph (b) of subsection (12) of section
66.06 of the statutes, relating to the taxation of publie utilities.
The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and

Assembly, do enact as follows:

SecTioN 1. Paragraph (b) of subsection (12) of section 66.06
of the statutes is amended to read: (66.06) (12) (b) So much of
such plant or equipment, except water plant or equipment, as
shall be situated in another municipality * * * shall be tax-
able in such other municipality pursuant to the provisions of
sections 76.01 to 7629 * * *

SecTioN 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.
